CHARLES H. SCOTT, A.R.C.A. 
1886-1964 


Persistence, idealism, and a constitution rugged enough to be consistently 
overworked are some of the salient needs of the art pioneer. Charles Scott had 
these attributes in abundance. 

It fell to his lot to establish many of the guide lines of art education in 
British Columbia, and he did so with the dedication, canniness, and hardy 
rectitude of the best kind of Scot. 

His graduation from the Glasgow School of Art, followed by travel and study 
in Europe, were the preludes to a professional career which began when he 
was appointed Supervisor of Art in the Calgary schools in 1912 at the age of 
26. Two years later he accepted the same position with the Vancouver schools 
and there, with the exception of three years’ war service with the Canadian 
Infantry, he remained until 1925. It was a time when art education in a raw 
and unsophisticated province had to be fought for, and Charles Scott was not 
the man to wilt under the challenges posed by a school administration largely 
indifferent to the visual arts. He saw to it that art teaching became a firmly 
entrenched part of the curriculum. 

The experience thus gained in dealing with school and civic officials stood 
him in good stead when in 1926 he accepted the post of Director of the newly 
established Vancouver School of Art and thus commenced his real life’s work. 
The school, then as now, came within the administrative orbit of the Vancouver 
school system. Scott’s job was twofold: to build up a firmly organized school 
with a coherent training programme, and to “sell” the school to the adminis- 
tration and the public in such a way as to produce the financial support needed 
for growth. 

By the time his retirement came due in 1952, his school had become one of 
main teaching centres in Canada with an excellent reputation down the coast 
as far as Los Angeles. It had attracted to itself at one time or another teaching 
talent of the calibre of F. H. Varley and Jock MacDonald, and its real effective- 
ness was attested to by a number of its graduates who were then in the process 
of making their reputations: Jack Shadbolt, B.C. Bining, Molly Bobak and 
several others. 

As a painter Charles Scott built on the sound foundation of his Glasgow 
training. Secure drawing, a well developed design sense, and a firm respect 
for craftsmanship resulted in a few figure studies and still lifes and a consider- 
able body of landscapes which as a legacy to posterity are bound to give a great 
deal of pleasure down through the years. 

Yet it is certain that he did not realize himself fully as an artist. To have 
done so would have entailed giving his second best to the obligations of his 
position, and that his principles would not allow him to do. And so it was that, 
most of the time, Charles Scott was chiefly a summer painter. In spite of these 
limitations his achievement was sufficient to ensure his election as an Associate 
of The Royal Canadian Academy, a member of The Canadian Group of 
Painters, a life member of The British Columbia Society of Fine Arts, a member 
of The Canadian Society of Graphic Arts, and a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Arts. It was a richly productive life.
